Some havf been there three 
generations. None are bailed 
■ here. There Isn't room lor 
the luxury of a grave. In 
Tokyo, Ihe world's largest city, 
3.500 people Inhabit a square 
kUometre. The reUtlve density 
of Hashima would be 79,625 
peofde. 

Hashima is one of a duster 
of four coal Islands, well off 
the tourist route. Nothing 
grows except two small patches 
of sea grass cUngipg to a dill 
lace and the planta In Ihe 
housewives' window pots. 

Branching llom the bottom 
of Ha.shlroa's 2,1-15-1001 verti¬ 
cal shaft are six main tunnels 
and a network of Inter-conneci 
Ing tunitels. In them, 1,17J_ 
pick and shovel miners dig' 
soft coal while the reatlesa sea 
surges Above them.

Smitn doubled And the compony. when II 
got the chance, had a btl of a laugh at hia 
eapenae. The story went the rounthi of lha 
haliallon, aa such amail things do. 

Time went by. and In March. I»1*. during 
the heavy fighting around Arras. Lieut. Wilooa 
found himvelt holding a line of fortified ahell- 
bolea lo front of the Bata dea Boeuts on Ihe 
raid lo Chmbral where Ihe Canadiao cavalry 
woo undying fame lor their auiddal charge 


diiough Ihe enemy Bne and Itieir wherhng 
manoeuvre which brought them lliundering 
Into Ihe rear of the German poNiiiona on Iho 
other aide of Ihe town, labres swinging. 

But Ihe day of Iho cavalry had long alnca 
passed when Lleul. Wllaon and 150 people of 
his own company were lying In the mud m 
front of the Bola dea Bocifa. Iiitrrmillenlly 
they were being heavUy ahelM ami were haw¬ 
ing the greatest dlfticuliy getting raliona up. 
Every lime there waa a movement Of supply 
parties, Ihe German artillery neemed able to 
spot them, day or night, and plastered Ihe arra 
with high eaploalve and shrapnel 

The men were tired and shaken by tha 
bombardment. They wets- hungry, too. Ueut 
Wllaon pondcied on some meona of lifting 
their aptrlta 

Then he remembered Private Smith , , .

At that there was a roar of laughter freaa 
the ahellholes rloae around, a shout of laughlat 
that spread as Ihe story passed from one por¬ 
tion lo another, antil ISO men were brilowlag 
their mirth. 

The laughter -went an and on, and grew ha 
eoluiar, until It was drowned out by the Gew 
man machlneguna. 

The Jerry waa panicky." recalled Urui.

From the Diaries of Mackenzie King . 
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The Great Conscription Schism 


In the fall of lfM4, when the war in 
Europe looked almost as good as won, the 
Canadian government lacked a crisis over 
its enlistment policy. 

I It aermed capable of •putting the eabinri. 
the ruling Ubetal party, and of bringing down 
the government of bUctienue King. 

Now from King's biographer. R. MacOrrgor 
HawMin. the late fniveiaity of Toronto pollU- 
^1 (pteiiUst, cornea another look at the erlaia. 
Three draft chapter* written by Dawson before 
his death in 1506 have been published In a 
•mall but illumlnaUng book. The < onM-rtpIlM 
C ri-i- sf lt*4. I'nlversliy of Toronto Preaa 
Few men were belter ei.ulpped to do this 
book than Dawson. In addition to a towering 
knowledge of the Canadian political scene, he 
had a clear .and vigorous writing style and 
access to the previously unpublished diaries 
and papers of Mackeniie King. 

Little has been added to the outward Incu 
of the crisis but Dawson say* King's diarica 
revealed him as a man pa.ssionalely devoted to 
the Ideal of Canadian unity and whose greatest 
tear was that the conscription battle would 
split Canada Into hostile French and English 
camps as it had In 1917.

Then the army In Europe, backed b> Da- 
lenco Minister Ralston, aa advocate of co» 
scriptlon. demanded 1S,000 relnlorcemenls. la 
the eiwulng debate. Ralston was dlvmivsed and 
repUnrd by Gen- A. a L. McNaiighlon who 
tried, but failed, to maKe the voluntary <ysiem 
meet the army's necda 

Two months after the conirovi-rsy etaited. 
King reversed his policy and ordeied ronaeri^ 
tion. It had been a bitter, but Dawson saya, a 
necessary fight. 

It had assured Qtsebec thst iu virwpomtg 
were not being Ignored by the government, 
lhat conscription was not being rammed dowa 
lU throat by an EngUsh majority but now waa 
unavoidable. 

King's diaries throw a new light on hla 
relallons wiib Ralston. It Is evidrni that they 
parted, not In anger or bitterness, but with A 
good deal of sadnnaa. the author says. 

Also revealed was King's fear tor military 
revolt. Dawson says this fear was not Justified 
but was a final factor that made King intrw 
duce conscription.
